Georgia has had perhaps the most difficult lynching problem uguM i 
in the country; yet that state, by concerted public effort, has sT^ntis 
not only greatly reduced the number of its lynchings but has 
indicted, convicted and sentenced members of the mobs per- 
petrating such outrages.

menace. Papers in the state that formerly said very little about 
mobs either in news or editorial columns are now giving gen- 
erous space to comment and condemnation of mob activities. 
The churches of the state are arrayed against lynching more 
strongly than ever before and Georgia women are giving time, 
thought and action to the matter.
